In undertaking the frequent and 
hurried reports now sought, it is 
of vital importance that the re­ 
turns be made with absolute uni­ 
formity, and that all be received 
at Washington at one time.

individual requests made by mail. 
The statistics for the October re­ 
port will be collected during the 
week beginning Monday, Oct. 20, 
and ginners should keep such re­ 
cords as will enable them to fur­ 
nish promptly the required infor-, 
alation. 
These returns will 
he 
tabulated, and the result published 
within one week from their receipt 
at Washington.

House at 11:10 after an hour’s confer­ 
ence w ith president concerning strike 
situation.
